Saturday,  May  10,  1980  dawned  bright  and  clear, 
a  perfect  day  for  "A  Day  at  the  Old  Ingleside  Race 
Track"  second  annual  parade  and  festival  around 
Urbano  Drive.

Wells  Fargo  stagecoach.  Bay  Meadows  Pony  Girls, 
Mounted  Police,  crews  of  clowns,  a  1926  Ford 
Roadster  with  rumble  seat,  an  authentic  "Penny 
Farthering"  high  bicycle  and  many  other  bicycles 
and  costumed  paraders. 

In  Entrada  Court,  continuous  enteertainment 
was  presented  in  the  Cockle  Shell  —  Aptos  String 
Quartet,  Joe  Frahr,  famous  magician,  and  the  Hank 
Gomez  Barber  Shop  Quartet. 

Spectacular  demonstrations  of  skill  and  daring 
were  performed  on  the  monster  skateboard  half¬ 
pipe.  This  special  ramp  was  designed  and  built  by 


Andy  Johnson,  Jim  Brunot,  Robby  Negro  and  Frank 
Fontes.

Farragut  School  slated 
for  rezoning

A  housing  development  at  the  Farragut  School 
site  was  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  an  OMI  Community  Association 
meeting  two  months  ago.  On  Thusday,  May  15,  at  a 
Department  of  City  Planning  public  meeting,  a 
housing  development  was  proposed  by  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD)  for  the 
Farragut  School  site.  The  two  housing  proposals 
are  strikingly  similar.  Both  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  SFUSD  noted  the  community's 
stated  inteiest  and  need  for  a  community  center  at 
Farragut,  but  both  emphasized  the  citywide 
housing  shortage  and  economic  feasibility.  In 
other  words,  money,  not  community  need  dictate 
the  present  plans  for  the  Farragut  site. 

At  the  May  15th  meeting,  Gerald  Gast,  the 
architectural  consultant,  hired  by  the  SFUSD, 
explained  three  alternative  proposals  for  Farragut. 

The  first  step  for  all  the  proposals  is  rezoning  the 
site  from  P  (public  use  only,  such  as  a  school  or 
community  center)  to  RH-2  (residential  housing-2 
families).  Most  of  the  surrounding  neighborhood,, 
except  for  a  strip  on  Holloway  Ave.  is  RH-1 
(residential  housing-1  family).  All  the  SFUSD 
proposals  would  mean  a  higher  density  than  the 
surrounding  neighborhood.  Farragut  contains  22 
city  lots.  The  housing  proposals  are  for  54  units, 
which  is  an  average  of  more  than  two  units  per  lot 
as  specified  by  RH-2  zoning.  Developments  can 
exceed  the  RH-2  limits  if  they  are  a  special  planned 
development  okayed  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission.  In  fact,  no  housing  development  can 
happen  at  Farragut  until  a  public  hearing 
scheduled  for  June  19,  before  the  City  Planning 
Commission  on  the  proposed  rezoning.  Judging  by 
remarks  made  at  the  May  15  meeting,  without 
strong  and  united  community  opposition,  the 
rezoning  changes  will  probably  be  approved. 

Three  Alternative  Housing  Proposals 


Interfaith  Choir

Taylor  and  was  encouraged  to  develop  it.  The  idea 
was  presented  to  the  Pilgrim  Chancel  Choir  and 
various  other  choral  groups  who  received  it  with 
enthusiasm.  Thus  the  Interfaith  Choir  was  bom. 

It  is  a  spiritual  choir,  performing  arrangements 
by  some  of  America's  best  known  arrangers. 

Perl,  imances  have  been  presented  with  flair  and 
imagination.  Ms.  Taylor  and  Mel  Gaston  are  an 
unmatched  tandem  under  Mr.  Engram's  direction. 

The  Negro  Spiritual  is  a  part  of  American 
heritage  that  must  not  be  forgotten.  It  is  sometimes 
referred  to  as  "the  Black  Spiritual,  or  Slave  Song."  It 
is  based  on  African  melodies  with  some  European 
influence,  and  a  strong  use  of  the  call/response 
system.  Most  of  the  lyrics  are  based  on  Biblical 
stories  and  eveiy'day  living  for  the  Black  slaves  and 
other  oppressed  people. 

The  words  sometimes  told  of  secret  meetings  or 
escape  plans,  or  made'jokes  of  "oF  massa."  They 
are  songs  of  protest,  of  hope  for  leaving  the  hard 
existence  of  slavery  for  a  better  life  on  the  other  side 
of  the  river.  The  spiritual  tells  of  desperation,  hope, 
fear  and  jubilation.  (Continued  on  page  2)

Catlett  stated,  "we  have  received  assistance  from 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department,  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Public 
Library." 

Continuing,  Catlett  said,  "this  promises  to  be  an 
exciting,  entertaining  day  for  residents  of  the  OMI." 


The  SFUSD  would  not  themselves  be  the 
developer  of  any  of  their  three  proposals  reviewed 
at  the  May  15th  meeting.  Assuming  the  rezoning  is 
approved  on  June  19th,  SFUSD  would  then  ask 
private  developers  to  bid  on  a  housing 
development.  The  site  would  be  leased  to  the 
chosen  developer. 

The  three  SFUSD  housing  proposals  are: 

1 .  Tear  down  Farragut  and  use  the  entire  area  for 
housing.  54  units  with  28  at  market  rate  and  26 
moderate  income,  subsidized  housing; 

2.  Retain  Farragut  with  the  basement  for  a 
community  center  and  two  floors  for  senior 
housing.  16  market  rate  units  would  be  built 
behind  the  school; 

3.  Tear  down  Farragut  and  use  one  corner  of  the 
area  (Holloway  and  Capitol  Ave.)  for  a  community 
center  and  the  other  corner  (Holloway  and  Faxon 
Ave.)  for  18  units  of  senior  housing.  36  moderate 
income  units  would  be  built  in  the  playground 
area.

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REPORT  FROM  YOUR 
OMICA  PRESIDENT

OMI  RESIDENTS: 

Are  you  concerned  about  the  quality  of  life  in  our  community?  Whatever  happens  the  Farragut  School  site 
will  profoundly  affect  our  children,  our  youth,  our  seniors  --  all  of  us. 

For  five  years  the  OMICA  has  been  trying  to  negotiate  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
(SFUSD)  for  the  Farragut  School  to  be  used  as  a  community  center.  SFUSD  is  finally  moving  on  the  Farragut 
School  issue,  but  their  plans  are  not  for  a  community  center.  They  plan  to  have  the  land  re-zoned  from  P 
1  public  use  only)  to  RH-2  (residential  housing-2  family),  and  lease  the  land  to  a  commercial  developer  to 
build  a  housing  development. RH-2  would  mean  higher  density  than  most  of  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

The  problem  is  money.  The  SFUSD  needs  it.  They  control  the  property  at  Farragut  School.  We  don't  have 
the  money,  but  we  do  need  a  community  center.  Our  need  has  been  recognized  by  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  whose  master  plan  for  the  OMI  designates  Farragut  School  as  a  community  center. 

Our  taxes  support  the  schools,  which  should  help  to  develop  and  revitalize  community  life.  If  we  are  to  get 
any  of  the  Farragut  School  site  as  a  community  center,  we  have  to  act  now.  We  have  to  be  united  in  what  we 
want.  We  have  to  get  together  a  realistic  proposal  that  could  be  funded.  The  OMICA  is  working  on  a  proposal. 
We  have  a  Farragut  School  Task  Force  chaired  by  Dan  Reidy.  We  need  your  support.  We  need  the  entire 
support  of  tjie  community  -  NOW. 

Time  is  very  short.  We  have  to  haye  our  proposal  together  before  the  June  19th  public  hearing  on  the  re¬ 
zoning  to  be  held  by  the  City  Planning  Commission.  Call  the  OMICA  today  at  584-8188  to  volunteer  to  work 
on  the  Farragut  School  Community  Center  proposal.  Plan  to  attend  the  June  19th  public  hearing  at  Room  282, 
City  Hall.

-  Providers  United  for  Families  (PUFF),  who  presently  operate  a  state-funded  network  of  family  day  care 
homes  and  a  family  resource  center  on  Victoria  Ave.,  are  interested  in  a  center.  Besides  full  day  care  for 
working  parents,  our  community  has  many  specialized  needs  such  as  drop  in  care,  emergency  care,  and  after 
school  care.

COMMUNITY  CONCERNS 

At  the  May  15th  public  meeting,  some  of  the 
neighbors  who  live  next  to  Farragut  expressed 
concerns  about  increasing  the  density  of  the 
neighborhood,  which  would  lead  to  more  parking 
and  traffic  problems.  Another  concern  was  the  lack 
of  open  space  and  parks.  There  are  none  within 
walking  distance  of  Farragut.  The  SFUSD  third 
alternative  plan,  whidh  incorporates  a  small 
community  center  next  to  senior  housing,  did  not 
allow  sufficient  space  for  such  youth  activities  as 
basketball.  Residents  noted  that  vandalism  will 
only  increase  if  the  youth  have  no  space  of  their 
own.  Another  concern  was  if  the 'rezoning  passed, 
what  would  stop  the  developers  from  doing 
whatever  they  wanted  at  the  site.  The  City  Planning 
Department  spokesperson,  Mary  Ann  Miller,  stated 
that  there  are  site  specifics  imposed  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission  that  the  developers  must 
meet. 

Community  residents  wondered  what  "tow  to 
moderate  income"  housing  meant  and  who  would 
control  who  got  to  live  in  the  housing.  The  Federal 
Government  has  income  guidelines  (called 
"Section  8")  that  allow  families  with  income  up  to 
80%  of  the  San  Francisco  median  incortie  -  that  is 
about  $16-17,000  annual  income  for  a  family  of 
four.  Within  the  guidelines,  the  developer  would 
probably  control  who  got  the  subsidized  housing  or 
a  community  development  corporation  could  be 
formed. 

Because  of  the  low  attendance  at  the  May  15th 
meeting,  another  community  meeting  to  discuss 
Farragut  was  scheduled  for  May  28  at  Jose  Ortega 
School. 

The  OMI  Community  Association  is  currently 
working  on  alternative  to  the  SFUSD's  proposals.
